G.S.R. 123.— In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (b) and (c) of sub-section (2) of Section 141 of the 
Border Security Force Act, 1968 (47 of 1968), the Central Government her eb y makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to die P ar ame d ics Group *C* posts in Bovder Security Force, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement —(1) These rules may be called the Border Security Force, Combatised 
Paramedics Group ‘C’ Posts Recruitment Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of thefr publication ® the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The number of said posts, their classification and scale 
of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit gnaUfiratiana, etc.—The method of recruitment age- limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in cohmms (S) to (14) of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment under these rules: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Superannuation.—A person appointed under the provisions of these rules shall retire from service on the 
afternoon of the last day of the month in which he attains the age of fifty seven years: 

Provided that the person whose date of birth is the first day of a month shall retire from service on the afternoon 
of the last day of the preceding month of attaining the age of fifty seven years. 

6 . Medical Fitness*-—Notwithstanding any thing contained hi these rules, only those persons who are in medical 
category SHAPE-1, shall be eligible for appointment under the provisions of these rules. 

SHAPE-I means Medical Category defined as under:— 

(i) medical classification done by Medical Officer after assessing fitness ofthe officer under given factors indicated 
by the code letters SHAPE, which represent the following functions, namely:— 

S - Psychological 

H - Hearing 

A - Appendages 

P - Physical Capacity 

E - Eye- Sight 

(ii) functional capacity of an officer under each factor will be denoted by numeral 1 to 5 against each code letter, 
indicating declining functional efficiency. The numerals will be written next to die code letter, except that where 
an officer is in Grade-I in all factors, his category may be denoted by writing SHAPE-I instead of writing 
S, H, A, P, E,. General evaluation of these numerals is as under:— 

(1) Fit for all duties anywhere. 

(2) Fit for all duties but may have limitations as to type of duties and areas of employability depending on 
whether the duties involve severe stress or demand acuity of hearing /vision of both ears/eyes. 

(3) Excepting “S” factor, fit for routine or sedentary duties but may have limitations of employability at high 
altitude (above 2,700 meters) extreme cold areas or hilly terrain and for long assignments.

G.S.R. 125. —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution and in 
supersession of the Ministry of Personnel, Public Grievances and Pensions, Department of Personnel and Training, 
Department Canteen, Group ‘C’ and ‘D’ posts Recruitment Rules, 1999, except as respects things done or omitted to be 
done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to 
Group *C’ and ‘D’ posts in the Ministry of Personnel, Public Grievances and Pensions, Department of Personnel and 
Training, Department Canteen, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Personnel, Public Grievances 
and Pensions, Department of Personnel and Training, Departmental Canteen (Group ‘C’ and Group ‘D’) Posts Recruitment 
Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said posts, their classification and scale 
of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the said Schedule. 
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4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in c olumns (5) to (14) of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification.—-No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided drat the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6 . Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing inthese rules shall affect reservations, relaxations of age-limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall effect reservation, relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R 128.—In pursuance of the provisions of rule 45 of the Fundamental Rules, the President hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Allotment of Government Residences (General Pool in Delhi) Rules, 1963, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement— 

(1) These rules may be called the Allotment of Government Residences (General Pool in Delhi) Amendment 
Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Substitution of new Supplementary Rules for Supplementary Rules-317-B-5:—In the Allotment of Government 
Residences (General Pool in Delhi) Rules, 1963, for Supplementary Rule -317-B-5, the following Supplementary Rules shall 
be substituted, namely 

Classification of residences, S.R. 317-B-5 

(l) Save as otherwise provided by these rules, an officer shall be eligible for allotment of residence of the type 
shown in co lumn (1) of the Table below:

Explanation: For the removal of doubt it is, hereby, clarified that,— 


(a) the eligibility of an officer for Government accommodation shall be determined as per the Grade Pay of such 
officer in his present post held in the Government of India, 

(b) the date ofpriority in respect of lower type accommodation i.e. Type-I to Type-IV shall be the dateofjoining 
in the service of the Government of India, 

(c) the inter-se seniority for the higher type accommodation shall be considered on the basis of following 
principles, namely: 

(0 firstly the Grade Pay of the officer; 

(ii) secondly the priority date within the same Grade-Pay. In this case the priority date shall be the date from 
which the applicant continuously drawing his existing Grade Pay ; 

(iii) where the priority date of two or more officers is the same, the inter-se seniority of the officers shall be 
determined on the basis of the basic pay i.e. the officers who have a higher pay shall be senior in the 
waiting list, 

(iv) where the priority date and the basic pay of two or more officers are the same, the earlier date of joining 
in the service of the Government of India shall be the next determining principle of inter-se seniority, 

(v) where the priority date, basic pay and date of joining in the service of the Government of India oftwo or 
more officers are the same, the officer retiring earlier may be accorded higher priority over the officer 
retiring later, 

(d) the principle of determining the inter-se seniority of two or more officers as specified in sub-clause (ii) of # 

clause (c) shall be implemented from the 1st January, 2010. 

(e) where Type-V and Type-VI accommodation has not been classified as Type V-A and Type V-B and * 

Type-VI-A and Type-VI-B respectively, all the officers eligible for Type -V shall be grouped together and 

similarly those eligible for type -VI shall also be grouped together, 

(f) in the case of Secretary to theGovemment of India and Additional Secretary to the Government of India, the 
date of joining in the Government of India at Delhi shall determine their inter-se seniority subject to condition 
that no junior batch officer of the same service shall get priority over his senior batch officer. Where the date 
of joining is the same, the date of retirement shall determine their inter-se seniority on the principle that the 
earlier date shall be given priority over the later date. Other than All India Services (AIS), the date of joining 
the Government of India, irrespective of the place of posting and service/batch seniority, shall determine the 
inter-se seniority, 

(g) officers entitled for Type-V and above accommodation shall also be eligible to apply for accommodation 
below their entitlement subject to the condition that such accommodation shall not be below Type-IV Spl. 
accommodation. However, the officers eligible for D-II and Type-IV Spl. shall also be eligible to apply for 
Type-IV accommodation.”
